In regard to freight rate* on the 
l-exington A Kastern railroad, and 
its extension MM of Jackson, Wt 
had a talk with our Railroad dun 
uiissionor a few day* ago in regard 
to throe exorbitant rates, and he 
Hinted the legislature had failed to 
give the Commission any power to 
make a joint freight rate over two 
lim-of railroad, and that their hands 
were tied bo they can give no relief. 
He also informed ua some three 
months ago that the L. * N. rail- 
road people were going to revise 
their tariff list on local shipments 
of til kinds of merchandise, but 
they have not done so and it does 
not look to us like they are going 
to. It does seem to us an injustice 
to this section of the country, and 
that the L. A K railroad should 
give rates on its line from Lexing- 
ton to McRoberts, K v.. on the same 
mileage basis that the C. A O does 
through the Bi^ Sandy section. 
The I . A N . railroad cannot justly 
claim that it is more expensive to 
build and operate railroads through 
this section of the mountains to 
McBoberts than it is through the 
Big Sandy section to Klkhorn and 
Jenkins. The freight rate on the 
C. A O through the same kind of 
country on practically every classi- 
fication and commodity is at least 
:u% lower than on the L. A N. R. 
K. Before the L. & E. R. R. wan 
taken over by the L. A N. h. R. 
all car-load shipments made toCin- 



in that city without any switching 
charges whatever, hut since this 
consolidation our shippers have 
had to pay from three to eight dol- 
lars per car for switching in Cin- 
cinnati. It does seem to us that if 
we cannot get as much benefit out 
of being put into the hands of a 
large railroad as we djd with a 
•.nii.ll railroad M miles long, that 
we cannot see why the laws of Ken. 
tucky would permit any such merg- 
ing of railroads. 

Upon investigation we find that 
years ago the Railroad Commission 
issued blanket orders releasing the 
railroads from the long and short 
haul clauseof our Constitution, thus 
makine our shippers pay a great 
deal more fur goods consigned to 
places intermediate between origi- 
nating points aud Louisville and 
( 'incinnat'. 

If the L AS. R. R. will not do 
justice to our people in giving a 
lair and decent freight rate we do 
not see how the railroad companies 
are entitled to any release of the 
long and short haul of our ( .'onsti- 
lUtiou. The shippers should lake 
bold uf this matter ami see that the 
Kentucky Railroad Commission re- 
scind all these nlanket ordeis that 
have been made by the old Corn-

The insurance companies have 
published "An Kxplanatlon to 
Business Men of Kentucky'' 
showing the record of their busi- 
ness in this State fo'- the past 
twenty years, which, rounded up, 
is as follows : Risks written, $»,- 
07H,<MrSI,450 : average rate, l.M; 
premiums collected, $70,;i04,«Nl j 
losses paid, 660,066*661; ratio of 
loss to premiums, 57% : expenses 
(47,678,811 ; total profits in the 
twenty years, $2,««7,24«. This 
looks real fair, but then these are 
the companies' figures. 

Just take ■ look at the cost, of 
the insurance, which for the past 
twentey years is put at the enor- 
mous amount of $'27,578,811, or 
an average of about 4»» per cent. 
Why should if cost 140 to take 
care of insurance where the pre- 
mium is but $100. Something is 
wrong and rotten here. The in- 
surance companies are stealing 
their profits through the items of 
cost. Anybody knows there is no 
need of spending 40 cents to the 
dollar to look atier insurance 
business. The aueuts of the 
companies do nine-tenths of the 
work and they arepaidonly 11% • 
The figures further show that 
the insured people of Kentucky 
for the past 20 years have paid 
$1.00 for every 57 cents of loss re- 
ceived.

.worth more than all the other 
l farm crops combined. Its esti- 
mated value in 1018 waa 866,876.- 
000, more than twice that of tie 
State's tobacco crop. 

The year of lfllo was not * 
food crop year and the averag • 
yield for the State was onlv 
twentv bushels to the acre 
Some of the best wi the com 
growing States did not do as 
well, but the average yield for 
the country at large was twenty 
three bushels. In acreage Ken- 
tilckv ranks eleventh among tin 
States, but in 1816 thirty-four 
States reported a higher average 
yield. In 1010 and 1010, better 
crop years, the State's average 
was approximately thirty bush 
els, but the average in more than 
| half the Statel of the Union wa« 
higher. 

The figures show conclusive- 
ly that the corn growers of the 
State are not getting the results 
they ought to ge from their el- 
forts. Kentucky had 6,660,060 
acres in corn in 1013. Soil im- 
provement, more care in seed 
corn selection and better meth- 
ods of cultivation, would double 
the production of the more than 
three million acres of land that 
Kentucky IB planting every year 
to say that only moderate im- 
provement in these particular* 
on the part of the rank and file 
ot the farmers there woul 
material increase of pr 
tion — and that without miv in- 
crease of acreage. 

The average yield of corn in 
some of out counties is as low a* 
fifteen bushels. That this is due 
solely to poor methods has been 

demonstrated by the boy's corn 

club, which in every section of 
the State, from the mountains! • 
the Mississippi River have linnlr 
records of R)0 bushels ami up- 
ward to the acre. — Courier-
